levels in the hierarchy; 

generating a graphical structure for each data object in the set of data objects; 

generating a plurality of background regions, each of the background regions having one of the 
graphic patterns to correspond to one of the levels of the hierarchy; 

generating a graphical user interface that comprises the graphical structures and the background 
regions with the graphical structures arranged in the background regions to reflect the levels of the 
hierarchy to which the data objects belong and the object group of the plurality of object groups that 
comprises each data object" in combination with other features.
